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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 14 January 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent 6,301,689 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

2. Applicant's amendment to 09/836,164 has been examined and remarks 
considered. Claims 25-28 are amended. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-13, 15-19, 21-28 are 
pending. 

3. Having found Applicant's remarks to be persuasive, this application with claims 1 , 
3-7, 9-13, 15-19, 21-28 is now placed in a condition for allowance and is herein allowed. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1 , 3-7, 9-1 3, 1 5-1 9, 21 -28 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance includes that in a process of testing wiring spacing, the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest a two step process involving identifying possible error rectangles 
and then determining whether the possible error rectangles represent true errors.
